Chronicles of the Country of 

Vaux, is one of the ancientelt 
Cities of Exrope, being commonly ſup- 
poſcd to have been built by Lemanas, 
Son of Hercules , the great King of 
the Gaules , who gave the name likes 
wiſe to the Lake Lemane, by many cal- 
led the Lake of Geneva, 

The tirlt foundation of it was laid in 
the year ot the World 3994. upon a 
little rifing Hill covered wich Juniper 
Trees, called by the French Generriers, 
from whence it afterwards took the 
name of Geneura 3 Lemanus having, gran=- 
ted many Priviledges to the place, and 
erected the ſame into a City incorpo= 
xated with great immunities and free- 
B domes

domcs, prcſcrib'd them a Form of Go- 
vernment ſuitable to the Cuſtomes: of 
thoſe times, 
In the time of Fulins C2/ſar this Ci- 
ty.was of great 1cnown, and by him 
called the Bulwork of Helvetiz , and 
f:onticre Town of the Allobrogi, which 
name at prclent- it deſexves more thin 
CVCT«. 
When the eruption was made upon 
i.the Swiſſers in the year of God 230. by

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Neighbouring Plain,reaching to the very 
Walls, and*encompaſſed by two large 
* Rivers, the Rone and the Arue. 

This plain fcrves the Citizens for a 
place of diverſion and Recrcation -: 
There they walk to take the Air. and 
refreſh- themſelves in the delighttul 
Gardens, which inviron it , of which 
there is a great number. There like- 
wile they train and excrciſe their Soul- 
dicrs, and divcrt themſelves at Play in 
a long Mall. 


This Plain is commonly called the P/4in-P4-

where the Arme falls into the Kone, there 
is a ſpatious burying place for the © 
dcad.

but fince the year 1659. the Fortihca* 
tions both within and without have 
been augmented with Baſtions, half- 
Moons, and Bulwarks, at which they 
are fiil] buſily imployed, the Engineer 
ot the Republick, an expert and $skil- 
ful Artitt, daily afſifling and oversſceing 
their work. 
In theycar 1462, The States and 0s 
Hollander: ther private Perſons of the United Ne- 
therlands made a Prefent to the Repub- 
lick of above thirty thouſand Crowns, 
which Sum was applycd to the railing 
of a ftrong and regular Bulwork on the 
tie of the Rone, whereon by Order of 
the Senate this Inſcription was put,

Bctore the Reformation there were Fires. 


many caſual fhres, ſometimes in one, 
and ſometimes in another part of tne 
City but lince the year 1534 that the 
Reformation began, until 1670. by the 
grace of God and provident care of the 
Magiltrates, the City remained free 
from any ſuch accident, when on Mz::+ 
day the 17th, of Fanuzry about twelve 
ot the Clock at night a dreadful tre 
broke out upon one of the largelt and 
moſt inhabited of the four Bridges, and 
burnt with ſo much force and ragc, 
that in the ſpace of three hours, tho 
the night was calm, without a breath 
ot Wind ſtirring, the whole buildings, 
to the number of threeſcore and tcn 
houſes, were utterly conſumcd in the 
Conflagration, above an hundred and 
thirty Familics deprived of habitation 
and a hundred Perſons, Men, Women, 
and Children deſtroyed in the mercileſs 
flames 3 a dreadfull argument , that it 
the Pcople could not <«fcipe with 

B 3 their 
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their Lives, they cou'd not ſave their 
Goods. The loſs was reputed to a- 
mount to a French Million of Mony, 
and was the greater, bccauſe many ſub- 
ſtantial Mcrchants lived npon that 
Bridge. Many Collections wcre pre- 
{cntly made throughout the City, for 
the rclict of thoſe poor Pcople that 
were burnt cut of all, and the Prote- 
ſtants of Switzerland, Germany, and 0+ 


ther places gave f(caſonable inltances of 


thcir Charity to the diſircſicd upon that 
oCccalion, 

The Bridge is now rcbtiilt with moſt 
exccllent Workmanſhip , but by-Decrce 
ot the Senate nohouſes nor Shops are for 
the future to be built upon it, tho it be 


much ſtronger now than it was bctore, 


{o that the City (ccms at preſent di» 


vidcd. 
TheirBuj/. The Fabrick of their houſes 1s not 
ding, very confidcrable, the Pcople having

The Eccleliaſtick Fabricks are the Eccle/ia- 
four Churches , to wit, St. Peters the /{1c%, Buit- 


Cathedral,. St. Gervaſe, St. Magdalens, 
and St. Germans, belides two hittle Chap= 
pcls, where the LeErures of Theology, 
Grcek Hebrew and Philoſophy are held 3 
and in the biggeſt of the two, preach- 
ing in high Dutch, 

Therc'ts belides a Colledge buile ſince 
the Reformation, containing Schools 
for the Youth that learn humanity ,and 
houles - for the Miniliers and Profct- 
{ors. 

There were heretofore moſt magni- 
ccnt Buildings, . both for the Regular 


. and Sccular Clergy, and eſpecially the 


rich Abbey of St. Vitor, the Abbot 
whereof was a Temporal Prince inve- 
fied with many Juriſdictions. 

In the great Hall of the Colledge 1s 
the Library , furniſhed with exccllenc 
Old Books. The Library Keeper 1s a 
Miniſicr,, who is to take carc of it, and 
ſhew it to ſuch Strangers as dcfire to 
{ce it. 


Every day in the week there is prea* p,s;,g 


ching in two places (to wit ) in the 
Chur- 
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Churches of St. Peter, and St. Gervaſe, 


and thrice a week in St. Magdalens, but 
on Sunday, there are three Sermons at 
St, Peters, and as many at St. Gervaſe's, 
thatis, twoin the torcnoor, and one in 
the afternoon 3 beſides Carcchizing at 
Noon in each of the ſaid Churches, 
Thcre is preaching twice every Sunday 
likewiſe at St.Magdalens ith the Morning 
and Evening, with Catechizing at Noon, 
Every Sux1ay Morning, and Wedneſday 
in the atternoon, there is a Sermon in 
High Dutch, and every Thurſday in Ita- 
han. 

St. Peters Church was in ancient 
times dedicated to Apollo, as 1s to be 
ſeen in ſome very o!d Inſcriptions, fe- 
veral Cardinals and many Prelates of 
great Renown were. buricd in this 
Church when rhe Romiſh Religion 
fouziſhed here 3 and fince the Retor- 
mation in one of its Chappels, Anro 
1628, was interred Emilia of Naſſau, 
and ſometime after the Princeſs her Si- 
fier, both Siſters to the Prince of Q- 
range, Emilia being, Wife to Don Anto- 
nio King of Portugal, who was baniſhed 
by the Spaniards. In another Chappel 
lics the Body of the Nuke of Rohan bu- 
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»- 
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ricd in the year 1638 in a moſt magni- 
ficent Monument built by his Dutcheſs, 
who was laid there alſo near her Hul- 
band,in the year 1665.as their Son Tan- 
cre4 was in the Year 1661, 


There are two Hoſpitals, the one Hoſpita':. 


within tke City tor releit of the Poor, 
not only of the Place, but likewiſe of 
all forts of Strangers 3 and the other 
without the City in the Burying.place 
of the Plain-Palace, b:ing a Pelt-houſe 
for receiving, of the infccted in time of 
the Plague 3 when the Catholick Religi- 
on reigned h-re, there were ſeven Ho- 
ſpitals. 


The Maſter of the Hoſpital continues Maſter of 
in place three years, but he is uſually *#* Hoſps- 
contirmed by the Counſel of two hun- {4% 


drcd, who have the power of Election 
for the next three years, and this place, 
as being very profitable, is much ſoughe 
after. He hath tor his Affiltants ( who 
are the Governors of the Hoſpital) nine 
Laymen with a Miniſter and a Sy ndick, 
who is Prelident in all Courts kzpt tor 
the management of the Revenue of the 
Hoſpital.

and having mutually palt a Promile ot 
Marriage and interchang'd a Ring (it 
they think it ht) they make a note of 
the Banes, with the names of the Pere 
ſons to be married, wh:ch being fign- 
cd by the cheit Syndick, is given to the 
Minificr, who publilhes che fame trom

{:curity tor a greater Sum, that 1s, tor

When any impediment of Marriag? 
is objected the matter is brought bc- 
tore the Confiltory or Presbytery, who 
reeceive the neceſſary informations in 
the caſe : And in matters of Importance 
the parties muſt be cited, 2nd appcar 
before the Magiſtrates, and their cauſe 
legally tried, 

Geneva is inhabited by three ſorts of 
perſons, Inhabitants or Inmates, Burs 
geſſes and Citizens, The Inhabitants 
pay greater contributions than the 0+ 
ther, and vet they enjoy not the ſame 
priviledges : Bchides the Senate may 
ſend them going when they pleaſe, and 
it is likewiſe permitted to them upon 
leave asked to be gone, it they think it 
convenient. 

The Burgeſſes' are thoſe who buy 
their Freedom, and enjoy all forts of 
priviledges 3 but cannot be admitted 
to the higheſt Dignitics, and at preſent 
the price of ones Freedome 1s determin= 
ed according to the pleaſure of the 
Council, The Sons of Burgeſles born 
within 
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within the City are Citizens, and may 
attain to the higheſt place and Dignity 
in the Republick. 

In tormer times Geneva was a Colony 
of the Allobrogz, but lince the reforma- 
tion it is become a mixed Colony of all 
the Nations of Exrope, cſpecially of 
French, Germans , Italians and Spanis 
ards, who being perſecuted for the 
truth of the Goſpel repair daily thither 
in whole Families : Hence it is thac 
when before the reformation , there 
were not above five thouſand Souls in 
the City, it is at preſent ſo populous by 
the great concourſe of people who 
flock thithcr, that it contains no fewer 
than thirty hive thouſand Souls of di- 
vers Nations, and this is the reaſon 
why the humor of that people is fo 
mixt and various , that it is not calic 
to tind out the temper of any perſon 
there without long cxperience and 
converſation 3 cvery one retaining, fill 
ſome TinQure of the Anticnt inltinct 
of their Original Country.

ptunes Prayer, becauſe in time of Pa- 
ganifm the Boat men offercd there Sa- 
crihccs there , when they were upon

made a League with the Canton of 
Frizourg, which in the year , 1526, 
Was conhrmed with cloſcr obligations 
ot Friend(hip and enlarged with new 
Articles 3 'The Canton of Berne with 


that of Fribourg , being, therein com}. 


prchended, and all three together ob-

ligcd 
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liged in a perpetual, and individual 
League with one another. 

The reformed Religion being af- 
terwards in the ycar, 1535. Eſtabliſh» 
ed in Geneva 2 the States of Fribonrg 
moved by their Church men, ſent 
Ambaſſadozs to Geneva, declaring that 
it they would not returne into the bo- 
ſome of the Catholick Church they 
would be obliged to break the League, 
to theſe propolitions the Genewians 
would not condeſcend , but protclted 
they would faithfully obſerve the al- 
liance, 

The year following which was 
1536, The Statesof Berne underfiand- 
ing that. the Fribaurgers had madc a 
League with the Genevians,fent Ambal- 
ladors to Genevs , where a League tor 
twenty five years was concluded be- 
twixt Geneva and Berne, this Legue cx- 
piring in the year, 1558, On the tilt 
of Fanuary ot the ſame year a perpc* 
tua! League was concluded betwixt 
thefe two States, 

May the 8th, 1559 Henry the third, 
King of France and Poland made Al- 
liance with Berne, Solerne, and Geneva, 
in which treaty Geneva was by that 
E 3 | King 
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King, called the key of Switzerland, and 
he alwaies eſteemed it fo, having re- 
commended to the Switzers the pre 
ſervation of that City. 

Laſtly. on the eightcenth of Offobn, 
1584. Zurich made a mutual Leagut 
with Geneva, in memory whereof th 
Senate crected a Marble Monumen 
with this inſcription, which is to bt 
ſcen in the Hall of the Town houſe 
on the ſide as you goto the Arſenal.

Jjances, Geneva holds fricnd{hip and cor- 
rcſpondence upon account ot the Pro-

Hollanders, and Proteſtant Princes 
Germany all which in time of nee 
weuid do- them ſor:c good Ofhces; 
but 
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but the truth is the. Jcalouſic that 
rcignes amonglt neighbouring Princes, 
has a greater influence vpon the preſer- 
vation of the Liberty of Geneva than 
any other conſideration whatſoever. ' 
This City is looked upon as the only 


City of refuge, for the Proteſiants of pgrance. 


France , fecing upon occalion of any 
perſecution , they can retreat into 
this place , and that makes them on 
their part fo ſolicitous tor its fafety 
and preſervation, that on all occations 
they would be ready to ſhew the ct 
feds of their good inclinations towards 
it, as they have already done during the 
War with the Duke of Savoy, and it 
is certain that no ſ2oner would 'any 
new War begin in Genevz, but that the 
Protekants of the beſt -quality in 
France would come to its afliltance , 
knowing very well, that it they be de- 
prived of that Sanctuary, they mult 
remaine expoſed to the will of their 
CNCenues, 

As to the forces of Genevs, with- 


out doubt they are but inconſiderable, ,,,,!. 


they have in the firit place an Arſenal 
provided of all ſorts of Armes for arm- 
ing of ſix thouſand me 1 at lealt 3 be- 
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ſides a great many old Armes and 
Colors taken from their enemies in 
the time of the War. 

There is no great fiore of Cannon in 
the Arſenal, becauſe this City bcing a 
Frontier place, has the Walls both day 
and night well furniſhed with great 
Gunns, and certaioly there is no trons» 
tierce place bctter provided with Can- 
non. 

The private Houſes are ſufficiently, 
furniſhed with Armes, and there 1s no 
Citizen bat hathArimnes for two or three 
men, therc are fcveral that can Arme 
twenty hve or thirty, and ſome are fo 
well provided that they can convent- 
ently Arme three hundred Soldiers, 
10 that every private Houſe may be 
cilled an Arfenal, hence according to 
computation it is commonly reckoned 
that in Geneva there axe Arms tor for. 
ty thouſand men. 

The City is alwaies well furniſhed 
with Proviſions and Ammunition of 
all ſorts conveniently diliributcd into 
Maga7ines and Store houſes in the fc» 
veral quarters of the Town, fo that 
if an accident ſhould happen in the 

place, the City could ſuſtainc no great 
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prejudice thereby, the other ſtores be- 
ing ſufficiently provided to ſupply the 
loſs; they keep conſiantly Ammunition, 
as Powder , Bullets, Match and the 
like enough tor a two years Siege, and 
a ſufficient quantity of Corne tor three 
years, having Mills within the Town 
alwaies in readineſs to grind it. 

The Genevians are gencrally well 
trained in the exerciſes and diſcipline 
of Warr 3 and though they can brag 
of no famous Commanders ( thcir 
wars having bcen more defenſive than 
offenſive) yet they have Soldiers of 
long experience in the wars , and 
fake care to exerciſe their youth to 
Warlik exerciſes by conferring honor 
and reward on thoſe eſpecially who at 
ſome ſet times in the year obtaine the 
advantage of ſhooting.

or Siege, the four Proteſtant, Cantons 
of Switzerland are obliged by mutual 
Articles to ſend them a ſupply of four 
thouſand men, and it being the com:- 
mon maxim of States-men and $kil- 
ful Souldicrs that the preſervation ot 
Geneva depends on the Friendſhip of 
Switzerland, and the Libcrty of Swit- 
zerland on the ſafety of Genevz the Ca" 
tholick. Cantons them(ſclves for rea+ 
ſons of State, and that they may nof 
by loſing that barrier expoſe their Li" 
berty to the deſcretion ot a Conquer- 
our, will in caſe of necd , contribute 
both men and mony tor the afſiftance 
of that place. 

In the year , 1602, Experience 
confirmed this z for in the ſpace of tew 
honrs great ſupplies of men haftened 
in time of danger to Geneva: And the 
Scalado 'hapned about midnight in 
the bittereft time of Winter, yet next 
Evcning about two thouſand men un- 
der ſeveral Commanders, came from 
the Neighbouring parts of Switzerland 
to the relief of the City, and about four 
thouſand more were upon the march; 
thither, but the danges being over , 
| they 
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they were with thanks diſmiſſed. The 
Hiſtory of this enterprize deſerves ſome 
mention. 

On Satxrday night the twelfth of 
December , 1602. About midnight, 
the Forces of Charles Emannel Duke of 
Savoy attacqued Geneva by Scalado in 
this manner. 

The Signior D*Albigni the Dukes 
Licutenant (the Duke in perſon bing 
come poſt ro Champey a Village near to 
Geneva ) with twelve hundred men, ad- 
vanced towards the wall of tke City 
without any noiſe of Drum or Trum- 
pet, and an hour before midnight bee 
gan the Scalado, making ule ot three 
Ladders moſf artificially made, as may 
be ſcen at preſent in the Arſenal, one 
Father Alexandera Feſuite ſtanding at 
the toot of the midle-moli and encour- 
aging all the Soldicrs with aſſurance of 
indulgence and pardon in name of the 
Pope, though the cnterprize was at» 
tempted without te Popes knowledge, 
Two hundred and fifty were already 
got into the City betorc any perceiv- 
edit 3 But God Almighty infatuated 
their Tonncil, ſeeing they might as calt« 
ly have brought in above a thouſand 3 


and 
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and cut all the Citizens to peices 3 but 
by their own overſight:, or unskilful- 
neſs they were diſcovered three hours 
before day by a Sentinel from the Tow- 
er of the Mint Houſe, the City taking 
thereupon the Allarm, the braveſt and 
moſt a@ive Citizens two hours be- 
fore day put themſelves in Armes, and 
after fom: hot skirmiſhes and brisk 
hghting, about break of day obtained 
the Victory and beate out the enemy 
who had the ill luck that their Petarde. 
( notwithſtanding all their diligence ) 
did no execution , ſeventeen of the 
Valicnteſt Citizens were killed , and 
ten wounded in the action, the enc- 
mics had tifty four killed, and thirteen 
taken Priſoners, force of which were 
wounded by leaping over the walls, 
the City Canon having broken their 
Ladders;carly next Morning the Coun» 
cil ſate to conſult what muli be done 
with the thirtcen Priſoners, and bc+ 
cauſe the people cried for Juſtice, they 
were all condemned to be hanged, 
though they were not perſons of che 
lealt quality in Savoy, amonglt whom 
were the Barons of Soniz, Attignac 
and Chaffardon. The Bron of Attig+ 
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nac having a broken Legg was carried 
to the Gallows in a chair, all of them 
pretended to be uſed as Priſoners of 
War , but the City told them they 
were traitors, peace breakers , and 
aſlaſſins , and uſed them accordingly, 
haveing on Swundzy the thirteenth of 
December about noon cauſed them all

Stature, but hotter temper than well 
ſuited with his Age of threeſcore years. 
This man having a Son in orders, and 
in expectation of Preferment, that he 
might curry favour with the Church+ 
men, and eſpecially the Court of Rome, 
began to exerciſe his charge with ex- 
treme violence , infomuch that not 
{atishcd with the allowance of a Chap» 
pel in his own Houſe for his private 
devotion, he wrote Letters all ahour, 
inviting the Catholicks in the Neigh+ 
bourhood at Genevs & come publickly 
to Maſs at his Houſe. | 

Nor did he fiop here, but follicited 
all the Curats and Monks in thoſe parts 
to come and ſay Maſs in Genevz , and 
often employed ſcvcral of the Jeſuits 
of Horne to Preach, inviting, all the 
Neighbouring Catholicks to the exer- 
ciſc., This was fo ill rcliſhed by the

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The ncife of this reaching as far as 
Paris, moved the molt Chriſtian King to 
take information of the matter of Fact, 
who, thereupor) ordered the releaſing of 
the Priſoners, and recalled Chanvigny to 
Paris, fending in his place Monheur 
dr Pre, a perfor; of very great experi- 
ence, as the offices which he hath dif- 
charged hath ſufficiently made appear : 
Ard the truth is, this Gentleman lvcs 
m very good correſpondence, both with 
the Senate and people 3 and tho he 
have Maſs ſaid in his Houlſs, yet it is 
with ſuch moderation , as in appear- 
ence removes all ;jcaiontie from the 
minds of the Peopiz, who now begin 
to be acquainted with the freakiſhneſs 
and inconliancy of Fortune.
